GOVERNORS AT THE DRILL, 


President Cleveland Reviews the Troops--A 
Slight Racket Over Positions in Line. 

WASHINGTON, May 25.—The parade of troop; 
today for review by the president hasafforded 
the first opportunity for seeing at once the 
entire body of those forming the encampment, 
and was an unqualified success. The weather 
was perfection. Washington looked its beat, 
and the greater part of the population seemed 
to he on tie line of march. Arrangements for 
the parade wore seasonably completed, and 
were carried out almost to the allotted second, 
and without an apparent hitch or break. The 
heed of the column started from the 
camp promptly at 12 o'clock, and 
reached the atand erected for the 
president and invited guests ten minutes later. 
This stand had seats for nearly 300 persons, 
and was well filled, without crowding. With 
the president were Mrs. Cleveland, Mrs. Weish 
and Mis. Massey, and Colonel and Mrs. [.1- 
nout. General Sheridan and several members 
of his staff, in full uniform, were their escorts. 


| Among the guests of the drill wera Governor 


Lee, of Virginia, and staff; Governor McGill, 
of Minnesota, and staff, and the staff of Gov- 
ernor Gray, of Indiana, (the governor himself 
having been detained at the last moment;) Ssc- 
retary Exdicott, Senators Sherman and Gor- 
man, the Mexicanaud Japanese ministers and 
ladies of their families, anda liberal sprink- 
log of the other legations and army people. 

The troops looked and marched like veter- 
ans, and were eucouraged with liberal ap- 
planee. Inone respect the piogramme was 
departed from. The Vicksburg Southrons, 
with their band, and the Memphis Z>uaves, 
brought up the rear, with quite an interval 
hetween them and thoir predecessors.

PiTTsevrG, May 25.—A plan is being con- 
sidered by members of the coke sydicate to in- 
troduce new mien in the coke regions.

The notice epread dis- 
may among the operatives, few of whom have 
saved enovgh to enable them to return with 
their families to England In the event of 
Evglish help being unableto secure employ- 
ment elsewhere, the concern will plan to ran 
the mill half time on reduced wages to save its 
operatives from starvation. The mill has 
heretofore made only winter goods, but the 
manager says ifthe yresent season can be 
weathered, the manufacture of a variety of 
geocs will be begun, which will insure plenty 
of work the year round.

DEATH AT THE PLAY. 


THE THEATER COMIQUE OF PARIS 
IN RUINS. 


While “Mignon” is Being Performed the Building 
Takes Fire and ithe Gas ig Shut Off— ne Actors 
Rush From the Stage ands Panic Busues 
~Bixty Lives Lost by the Fire. 


PaRiIs, Mey 25—The Opera Comique took 
fire this evening, and the whole building is 
now wrapped in flames. Fourteen persons, 
who jumped from windows, are dead, and forty- 
three were injured. It is probable that 
many were crushed to death in the galleriss, 
but at present this is uncertain. The fire 
broke out during the first act of the opera 
“Mignon.” One of the wings caught fire from 
a gas jet and the entire stage was immediately 
enveloped in flames. The fire soon spread to 
the whole house. All the acturs ran out in 
their stage costumes. The audience could have 
retired easily, but the gas was turned off before 
all had left the boilding, and it is feared that 
some were left in the upper tiers, The roof 
socn fell in, sending 

A SHOWER OF SPARKS 
as far as ihe place De La Bourse. With the ex- 
ception of Madame Sellier, who perished in the 
flamee, all the actors escaped, though several 
of*the supernumeraries were injured sevsrely. 

Five bodies terribly burnt were conveyed to 
the National library. Among them was the 
bedy of a woman clasping a letter box in her 
hd@rmg. The money receipts were saved and 
deposited in the Gaulois office. The firemen 
showed the greatest.coursege. A military club 
rendered great assistance in the work of rescu- 
ing people from the building. Ningteen per- 
ecns are now known to be dead. Many of these 
were supers, An artificial fire apparatus, 
«hich had been placed in position in readiness 
for the buriiing of the palace in the second 
act, rolled down from its place near the roof 
and exploded below. Women, half clad and 
cairyivg their costumes, fled from the stage 
screaming.” Some of the chorus fled with 
nothing on bat tights The flames spread with 
such rapidity that in fifteen minutes the stage 
was a vast furnace, Several actors escaped, 

CLIMBING TO THE ROOF 
of the side of Rug Marivanta, where they were 
rescued by fire es :apes. 

M. Tasquin implored the audience to remain 
seated until the exits were opened, which they 
did. If they had madearush for tho doors, 
the loss of life would havej been terrible. The 
police outside were unable to restrain the 
crowd, who besieged the building inquiring for 
friends irside until a military cordon was 
formed. One man, who wanted to rescue his 
brother and sister, raved and tore his hair and 
menuanced with a stick people who stopped him 
fiom rushing into the blazing building. The 
scene outside was one of the wildest 
excitement. Falling embers struck horses in 
eurrounding streets, causing them to plunge 
and rear. Flames shot out of every window, 
forcing the crowd into nerrow streets, whore 
the ciush was terrific. Figurante says there 
were 150 persons on the stage when the fire 
broke out. She heard glass falling like a hail 
storm, but told the other girls not to mind it. 
Bat while she was speaking a colamn of flame 

BURST THROUGH THE WINGS 
with a roar and all rushed pell mell from the 
stsge. Many policemen were injured. . 

it is still unknown how many persons were 
unable to escape from the doomed bailding. 
Only afortnvight ago M. Slenakers called at- 
tenticn in the chamber of deputies to the dan- 
gerous condition of the Opera Comique, which 
was the oldestin Paris. The audience was de- 
layed a few minutes by the dense smoke aad 
insv ficient light. 

The director of the Soliel, with his wife and 
two children, escaped without injury. Tae 
killed incluée four firemen. There was not a 
frantic rush in the theatre, but it is believed 
that the stair case became blocked. 

The iron curtein was lowered in front of the 
stage, and this prevented the fire from spread: 
ing immediately to theauditoriam and allowed 
the audience time to escape. The men who 
carnied away the money chest report that 
when they left tbe auditorium was quite 
empty. The fire brigade distinguished them- 
selves, and many of them had narrow escapas. 
Most cf the casualties so far reported were due 
to excitement and fright. Many persons who 
were unable to trust themselves to walk the 


narrow ledge of the cornice around the build- 


ing, jumped off in their terror. One woman 
coolly walked all aronnd the cornices, while 
the flames were bursting above, until she 
reached a fire escape. The victims were almost 
all singers.

There have been sold at the trains andin the 
local merket about 5,000 quarts at an average 
of 20 cents per quart, which would bring to 
the raisers of this delicious berry $1,000, mak- 
ing in all abont $4 750 for the crop up to date, 
and they are still being sold.

Oar poople 
bunted down the negro and now have hia in 
jail here, and they think they should try and 
communicate with the poor young msn’s 
friends.

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HOBBS’S DISCREPANCY. 


It Turned Out to Have Been All in His 
Favor. 
From the Albany, Ga., News. 

One ofthe most stariling announcements 
that can possibly be received by an agent, re- 
sponsible for the disbursement of a fund, is the 
official statement that there is a large unex- 
plained discrepancy in his. accounts. The dis- 
comfit is measured by the ability to explain it 
away when conscious rectitude tempers the 
annoyance that one must experience, but stiil, 
with the knowledge that every cent has been 
benestly accounted for, uneasiness and uareat 
b-cods over tte mind. 

Captain R. Hobbs, o f this city, after he hap 
pened to the misfortune of losing his armon 
the battlefield during the late war, was ap- 
pointed purchasing agent in this territory for 
the army of Virginia. 

Under the confederate law prohibiting the 
planting of more than three acres of cotton, 
large areas of corn were cultivated in the south, 
and hogs and cattle were raised and slaughter- 
ed in great numbers. No marauding band of 
Yankee soldiers penetrated this rich belt, and 
it was the granary and meat house of the con- 
federacy. For the last two years of the war's 
duration a constant and steady supply of pro- 
visions for the confederate army flowed from 
this land of plenty. The agents of the con- 
federacy, with tireless energy, scoured the 
country collecting the grain and meat that sus- 
tained the strength of the fighting force. 

Captain Hobbs, as purchasing agent, paid out 
moutbly vast sums of confederate mouey and 
sentin regularly his accounts to ba audited. 
On one occasion he was surprised and greatly 
disturbed in mind at receiving a telegram from 
the snditor saying: 

‘ There is a discrepancy of half a miilion dol- 
lars in your account. Come atonca.” 

With all pos: ible haste he made preparations 
to answer the urgent call of his superior, think- 
ing the while how such an error could have 
creptin. He hastily examined his records, 
balanced his cash, and being unable to discover 
anything wrong, was the more greatly per- 
plexed. 

He took his departure for headquarters with 
forebodings of coming evil, but sustained and 
comforted with the consciousness of honest 
dealings. Arriving at the auditor’s office, he 
hastily.sought an explanation, and was over- 
come with a sense of relief when tld that the 
discrepancy was in his favor, but that they 
wanted him to account for itif possible. It 
had never once occurred to him that the error 
eould possibly be in his favor. 

Comparing the auditor’s record with the 
transcript of his books, the captain soon dis- 
covered that he had been crodited by two bush- 
els of corn for every sack received, when, in 
fact, the sacks weighed only ninety-six 
pounds. The explanation was easy and satis- 
factory. 

That will give our readers some idea of the 
magnitude of the undertaking to feed the con- 
federate army. What animmoense quantity of 
corn it would require at anerror of a peck to 
the sack, to make a half million of dollars 


even at confederate prices.

This means that tha land grant corpora- 
tion;—the railroads which, under republican 
administrations, have been permitted to gra» 
millions of acres of the public lands—will 
be requested to step out of the way of the 
people. It has remained for a democratic 
administration to conipel these powerful cor- 
porations to stand aside and make room for 
the people. In pursuance of the policy of 
the acministration, Secretary Lamar has al- 
ready issned an order whic}, as he says, 
clears the ground for the complete actien 
which he has determined to take. 

The secretary says that under the laws 
granting these lands the corporations have 
been entitled for years to select lands in the 
indemnity limits to make good any losses in 
their granted limits. At the same time the 
secretary holds that the people have the 


same right, under the land laws, to settle on 


these lands, and he holds it to be jast and 
necessary that this equal right of the people 
in these lands should be asserted. He, 
therefore, proposes to revoke every indemni- 
ty witi«rawal and open all indemnity lands 
to settlement at once. 

The administration holds that within the 
granted limits, under the acts of congress, 
the land-grant railroads have certain rights 
to the exclusion of the people. Ona the other 
hand, within the indemnity limits, the cor- 
porations have the right of selection only in 
common with the people.

Only a Spasm. 

After enforcing the blue laws in New York 
for two Sundays in succession the police re- 
laxed their vigUance to such an extent that 
lust Sunday was not extra dry. 

The ealoons were toall appearances closed, 
but it was well understood that they had 
simply shifted their business to up stairs 
rooms where’ their patrons were accommo- 
dated as usual. At the hotels the guests 
who desired wine with their meals were 
shown to private dining rooms. The restau- 
rants served beer, whisky and wine in inno- 
cent-looking coffee cups, 

All these dodges were winked at by the 
police and the detectives. The guardians of 
the law kept their eyes on the saloons, The 
fact that thousands of other drinking places 
had bloomed out all over the city did not 
interest them. 

So it goes. Our great cities have their 
spasms of morality, but it is only a sham 
afteral). It is a queer age. The men who 
demand blue laws violate them, The 
officials charged with their enforcement neg- 
lect their duty. There is a tacit conseut all 
round to play a little game of sham morali- 
ty. What is at the bottom of it all ? 

Fortunately, New York does not control 
the morals of the country. The example, 
however, of a great metropolis making a 
farce of the administration of the law is de- 
moralizing. Even our bad laws should be 
enforced. If they. are ignored good laws 
will soon share their fate. Government is a 
serious business, and if we tolerate the sham 
article it will lead us into trouble. 


Some Republican Ideas. 

In a recent speech on woman’s sniffrage 
Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, said: ‘‘I have 
no hesitancy in saying that granting the 
right of suffrage to the colored people has 
proven an absolute and unqualified failure,’’ 
Senator Ingalls is a republican, and one of 
the acknowledged leaders of his party. It 
would be fair to presume that he speaks for 
a large portion of his party on the question 
of negro suffrage. But we are not left to 
inference or cOnje:ture on this point. From 
other republican leaders and from various 
republican newspapers have come expres- 
sions similar to those of Senator Ingalls in 
his recent speech. 

It is a common thing to hear republicans 
in congress declare that the negro is a fail- 
ure asa voter and is unfit to exercise the 
privilege of the ballot. 


What is the logical result of such reason: | 


ing? If Senator Ingalls and his brother re- 
publicans believe that the negro is unfit to 
vote, they are driven to one of two courses, 
They must either perpetuate what they de- 
nounce as an absolu‘e and unqualified fail- 
ure, or they must disfranchise the negro, 
The colored voter will thus see that, in any 
event, he has little to expect from the re- 
If he is to vote at all, it is 
over their protest. It is easy to understand 
the position of Senator Ingalls and the other 
republican leaders on the question of negro 
suffrage, 

When the negro became a voter the repre- 
sentation of the south and i's relative influ- 
ence in congress were greatly increased. 
The republicans supposed that they could 
always control the negro vote, by arraying 
it in opposition to the bulk of the white 
vote of the south. This miserable policy 
has failed. ‘Rhe white man and the black 
man in the south are naturally friendly. 
They understand\ each other and trast each 


‘other. It is true that fora few years after 


the war the mass of negro voters blindly 
followed the lead of the carpet-baggere, who 
found it easy to deceive this simple-hearte i 
race. But gradually the eyes of the negro 
were opencd. He saw that he was a mere 
tool in the hands of designing men who 
used him for their own advancement, He 
was robbed of his hard-earned savings by 
his new friends. They fattened on public 
and private plunder while the negro did the 
work and the voting by which they pros- 
pered, The result was inevitable. The 
negro found that after all his truest and 
most seliable friends were the white men 
with whom he had been reared. They were 
readiest to come to his help when he got 
into trouble, They did not lie to him, and 
they never stole his money. These facts 
have been impressing the negroes of the 
south more and more forcibly during the 
past ten years. The ele:tion of President 
Cleveland, and his wise aad kind policy to- 
ward the negro, have done much to remove 
whatever of political prejudice might have 
remained in his mind, 

Now that he cannot longer be counted as 
a political slave of the republican party, but 
is becoming an independent, intelligent 
voter, the republican leaders declare that he 
is utterly unworthy of the ballot. If these 
men should attempt to carry their views on 
negro suffrage to their logical result, the 
democratic party will stand by the negro 
and see that every right he has under the 
constitution and the laws of his country 
shall be preserved. 


Certain British Sharps and Flats, 

Our readers doubtless remember that there 
was quite a boom in confederate bonds sev- 
eral months ago. The Charleston, the Rich- 
mond and London papers advertised for 
them. ‘There was quite a demand for them 
in Eogland,.and a great many people were 
curious to know what the demand was based 
on. 

One theory was that the confederate sym- 
pathizers were anxious to buy them up as 
souvenirs. This, however, was soon dis- 
posed of by astatement that the Bank of 
England had ia its vaults a large amount of 
funds belorging to the collapsed confederacy 
which could not be paid out because the con- 
federacy|was dead and had no representative, 
It was hinted that these confederate fands 
would be used by the bank in redeeming the 
confederate bonds, There were various other 
theories, but the whole matter has been re- 
cently explained by a communication ad- 
dressed to the ‘‘Confederate Bondholders As- 
sociation of Great Britain,’’ or some such 
concern, by the counsel in charge of the 
matter, It seems that there is a set of swin- 


dlers in London who, taking advantage of * 


the ignorance and cupidity of the British 
public, have been able to make quite a spec- 
ulation in confederate bonds. 

The sharpers advertised for the bonds, 
and bought up at least a bale of themata 
rate approximating one cent.on the thon- 
sand dojlars, and they have disposed of 
these to their rich bui ignorant fellow- 
citizens at exceedingly profitable rates, 

Until lately, the scheme of these sharpers 
has keen worked very quietly, but their 
plan has been to impress ther victims with 
the idea that the United States are legally 
bound to pay the face value of the bonds, 
This is the announcement made in the 
recent circular of ‘‘counsel’’ for the British 
holders of confederate bonds. 

The scheme is a transparent one on its 
face, and the frand in it is visible to all but 
British eyes. It reminds us, in some 
respects, of the style in which law- 
yers’ fees are annually pumped out of 
the German holders of the bogus Georgia 
bonds disposed of by Henry Clews.* The 
Germans are given to understand that the 
United States is responsible for the bogus 
Clew’s bonds, because the state government 
under which thefraudulent/bonds were issued 
was the creature of the Ynited States gov- 
ernment. The German holders swallow 
these statements with considerable relish, 
and the result is that they continne to pay 
unnecessary lawyers’ fees. 

It seems to us that there never was a

Mrs. Baldy’s Plans fur a New Industry at 
Odenton—Her Expectations. 
From the Baltimore American. 

Mrs. L. F. Baldy, of California, a member of 
the Woman’: Silk Culture association of the United 
States, has secured about one hundred acres of land 
near Odenton, Md., which will be devoted to silk 
culture. Thelandwill be divided between ten 
silk colonists, and each will own ten acres ofland. 
Mis. Baldy is to teach the colonists, as she has had 
considerable experience in the same line in Cali- 
fornia, Each colonist pays $250, and is farnished 
with the necessary silkworm eggs, the appurtenan- 
ces of a cocoonery and instruction in silk culture. 
The o: ject of the association is to furnish to ladies 
and children respectable and lncrative employ- 
ent. She says with proper diligence there’s mil- 
lionsinit. On next Wednesday afternoon Mrs. 
Baldy and thetBaltimore ladies whom she has in- 
teretted in the enterprise will go out to Odenton, 
onthe Baltimcre and Potomac road. Mulberry 
trees will possibly be set out this year, in 
order to furnish food for the silk worms that come 
nextepring. Thesilk worm’s digestion is only 
suited to white mulberry leavesor the leaves of 
the osage orenge bush or the japonica mulberry, 
In six weeks from the time the eggs are received, 
and they can be !secured at a very small figure, 
the worms have spun their cocoons, which have 
only to be steamed before each worm has finished 
his complete roll ofsilk. The climate has nothing 
to do with silk culture, as it will be carried en in a 
cocoonery ¥ here the temperature can be Kept at 
Asthe mulberry 
leaves are only green in spring, the silk worm has 
to do bis spivnivginthespring. Mrs. Baldy is en- 
thusiastic in her undertaking, and sees no reason 
why Maryland should not be a successfal silk- 
growing state. A recent congress appropriated 
$15,000 for the purchase of silk worm eggs, and for 
Mrs. Baldy 
gays the yalue of silk annually imported is not less 
than forty millions of doliars, while Paterson, N. J, 
can turn out as good silk es made in Lyons, Mrs* 
Baldy also suggests the raising of crapes along with 
the silk worms, as the worms reyuire butsix weeks 
of care, end the colonisis must not be idle. Mre, 
Baldy is stopping at the Marble building, Charles 
and Lexington streets, where she receives those in- 
terested in her silk colonization scheme.

Prior tothe 
written almanacs of the Greeks there were calen- 
dars or primitive almanacs. One of them was 
found at Pompeii cut upon a fquare block of mar- 
ble, upon each tide of which three months were 
registered in perpendicuiar columns, each headed 
by the proper sign of the zodiac. There is in the 
Savalian library at Oxford, England, a manuscript 
copy of an almanac published in the year 1300 A. 
D., but the first alman*c positively known to have 
been published in Lagland was ‘‘Sheapheard’s 
Kalendar,” translated from the French and printed 
by Richard Payson, in 1495.

Life- Joe Berrageman Telis How a Game of 
Poker Was Stopped and Money S:ived 
to Him-—Other Novel stories, 


Benson, A. T., May 20.—Stories of the earth- 
quake have been comingin during the last 
few days in great numbers. Yesterday morn- 
ing Lep Marney arrived here with an account 
of how the earthquake saved his life. Lep has 
been in this region for many years, and while 
he is well liked by the msjority of the Mexi- 
cans, he has some inveterate enemies among 
that element. It so happened that on the day 
of the first shock Lep was over in the Whet- 
stone mountains when he encountered Jose 
Villiza, a big Mexican, with whom he had 
more than one quarrel, 

“T wasn’t armed for greasers,” Lap said. ‘1 
didn’t have any knife, and the only gun I had 
was a small affair that was no good except on a 
white man. As soon as that feller put eyes on 
me he came forme. We were well up the 
mountaip, and onone side of us was a pool of 
water about a hundred feet across and I doa’s 
know how deep The greaser had a gun and a 
knife,and ashe movedupI fired once or 
twice with no effect. Believing that my time 
had come I began to say my prayers, when he 
grabbed me round the waist, and afte: dancin 
me upand down fora minute until he cou' 
get a good swing, he lifted me high in the air 
and over the bluff into the water. 

“I'll bet I sank a hundred and fifty feet, but 
by the time I struck bottom there wasn’ta 
drop of water tobeseen. AsI went down [ 
could feel a sort of a shiver, but I didn’t know 
for several days afterwards what caused it. 
You see I struck the pond just as the earth- 
quake began, and by some mysterious process 
all the water in the pond was drained off as 
slick as though there never had been any there. 
As I couldn’t swim, this was a great thing for 
me, and if I was inclined to be conceited I 
might say that the earthquake came alohg on 
purpose to save me. That greaser Would have 
drowned me likea ratinahole. He inten- 
ced to fire at me as I was floating around, but 
he never got achance. When I struck bottom 
be was skipping for the level country with his 
hat flying behind bim. It took me the best 
part of a day to climb out of that hole, but I 
made it afterd@ while. I’m down here now to 
buy a gun that'll carry a slug as big asa to- 
bacco box, and then I’m going a calling.” 

Seventy-five miles cast of here two ranches 
join each other at a place where an abundance 
of water has been had from several springs. 
For miles in every direction from this spot no 
water was to be found. After ths earthquake, 
it was discovered that the springs had dried 
up, and there was great sorrow on the part of 


found that the waters had broken through on 
his land, about three-quarters of a mile from 
the line of the other ranch, The man who 
had the water wanted more than the other 
could afford to pay. While they were arguing 
another shcck came along, and the waters 
again disappeared, breaking out this time on 
the other man’s property, at about the same 
distance from the old spring. Then he wanted 
too much money, and a fight was about to be- 
gin, when the flow ceaced, and for a week 
neither had any water, Now tho old springs 
have been revived. 

Joe Berrageman aseerts that the quake saved 
him $750. He was in a big game of poker 
which had been running for twenty hours, and 
as he was a winner he had been trying todraw 
out for some time, always at his peril. When- 
ever he intimated his wish in this respect he 
was given to understand that there would be 
trouble if he did not hold on a little longer. 
At length, about 3:30 o’clock, when he had 
just lost about $150 on a jack pot,he announced 
his determination of pulling out on the plea 
that he was sleepy and hungry. One of the 
players was in a particularly ugly mood, and 
as Joe was putting his roll in his pocket the 
nse A taisod a revolver on him and cried: 

It was Joe’s business to halt, or to pull a gun 
and open the fight as well as he could under 
the circumstances, but in the instant that he 
was revolving the matter in his mind came the 
rumble and roar of the earthquake, and the 
shabby board house in which they were sitting 
came down with a thump that upset more 
plans than one. Assoon as Joe could get his 
breath he found that he was not hurt much, 
and that while the others were floundering 
around he could getaway. He did so, with his 
money in his pocket, and he is now tolerably 
well satisfied with his experience. 

Religious services were in progress last night 
at Mine Run when a few rustlers from the sa- 
loons agreed to get up an earthquake shock of 
theirown. One of them procured a tia boiler 
and the others loaded themselves with tomato 
and oyster cans. Then marching quietiy to 
the little meeting house, they waited until 
everything was quiet inside and threw all their 
tinware against the side of the building. There 
was a rattle and crash that might have been 
heard a mile, and the church was empty in 
less time than it takes to tell it. It so happened 
that one of the biggest and toughest men in the 
congregation c:me out through a window and 
fe)l in the crowd of rustlers, one of whom he 
hit in the neck with such violence that he can- 
not turn his head around even yet without 
running his tongue out. The others got away. 
The service was not resdmed, the parson de- 
livering the benediction from the front step.

no photographs, but only paintings and draw- 
ings, made at great prices, of objects now done 
better in ani instant at trifling cost, 

Men of that age also remember when no 
steamboat crossed the ocean, and it was be- 
lieved that they never could, but now hun- 
dreds of steamships are plowing every ocean, 
reducing the time of crossing the Atlantic 
from weeks to days. 

Mer 15 years old remember when there was 
no electric plating, but everything in that 
line was done inthe old fashioned, slow way. 

Men of that age also remember whey there 
were no telegraphe, but all messages had to be 
rent by the slow going mails. 

Men 25 years old remember when there were 
no telephones, but all the messages now spoksn 
through them had to be seut by note or special 
messenger. 

Al’ these grand and useful inventions hava 
been made within the memory of men now 
living. The younger generation ean never 
appreciate them as those do who remember 
the want of them, and therefore the groat con- 
venience ihey are to the world. 

We often hear of “the good old daysof yore.” 
Why deprive our childrenof the enjoyment o! 
those old days? Why not pass a law forbidding 
steambcats from plowing the water, railroads 
from running on land, telegraphs from sending 
messages, telephones from being used, 
ail farnaces, steam heaters, etc., 
to be taken out of houses and other build. 
ings, all grates for burning coal to be taken 
out, all stoves to be melted for old iron, all wa- 
ter worgs in cities tobe left empty, the use of 
all gas and other illuminators, except dippsd 
tallow candles, to be discontinued, and really 
to go back to the “good old times,” say for five 
years, Then, if at midnight on a cold, stormy 
night a doctor is wanted, he must be sent for 
instead of telephoning for him. If one wishes 
to send a message to a distance, instead of tel- 
egraphing he must write a letter and send it 
by stages to a distant place and wait patiently 
for days or weeks for the answer. 

When one goes home on a freezing night he 
can sit by a wood fire, roasting on one side 
while freezing the other, and reading by the 
dim light of a tallow dip instead of the blaze 
of a gaslight or the more agreeable light of 
kerosene, If he undertakes a journey, instead 
of getting into cars and going where he wishes, 
the best thing he can do is to take a stage at four 
times the cost and ten times te discomfort of 
the cars, Let these and other modern im- 
provements be forbidden and the “good old 
days” be brought back, how long would it be 
before an extra session of the legislature wouid 
be demarded to knock the ‘‘good old days” 
into splinters, and to restore the much batter 
modern days which we now enjoy, and for 
which we ought to be most devoutly thank fai’ 


SINGULAR TAXES. 


Payment Demanded for Births, Window 

Glass, Polls, Wool and Inconformity. 
From the Philadelphia News. 

Of all the taxes ever imposed on the people 
the ““‘birth-tax’’ was the "most odious. It lasted 
thirteen years, dating from 1695. Every person 
not in receipt of alms was required to pay two 
shillings for every “little stranger’ that came into 
existence. Thetax was a great burden to the 
lower orders, but the nobility and gentry were 
subjected to still heavier payments than their 
poorer neighbors. Thirty pounds had to be paid 
on the birth of a child ofa duke. This sum grad: 
uaily diminished according to a certain fixed 
scale, untilit reached ten shillings, the amount 
levied on real estate of £50, or personal estates of 
£600 and upward. Contemporaneously with this 
‘‘birth-tax’’ there existed another, called ‘‘the 
bachelor’s tax.’’ It was nota very heavy imposi- 
tion, and was probably intended to be as mucha 
reminder of their duty asa meansof “raising the 
wind,’’ which William III so often stood in need 
of. AS soonasaman reached the age of 25 he 
was liable to the tax, which was 1 shilling yearly 
till he took to himself @ spouse. But it did not stop 
with bachelors, for it taxed widowers without 
children, Besides the shilling every person had 
to pay an amount according to hisrank for the 
luxury (or otherwise) of single blessedness; thus a 
duke or an archbishop was amerced in the yearly 
sum of £12 10 shillings, an esquire £2 5 shillings, a 
gentleman Gjshillings, Social distinctions were 
nicely drawn then, 

There is nothing British people pride themselves 
in so much in as their desire for sanitary arrange- 
ments best suited for. the health of the general 
community. Air, light and cleanliness {s the triad 
of the reformers. ‘Introduce these,’ say they, 
“end many difficulties regarding health will be 
simplified.’”’ But what would such ardent reform- 
ers fay if such a proposition were to arise advising 
the taxation of window glass? The idea would be 
epurned, yet there was a time when glass was 
taxed, so that light, free to all, did not penetrate 
the Briton’s house without being paidfor. The 
tax was a graded one, according to the number of 
windows.”’ 

The first tax ever imposed on England was the 
one levied by Julius Cesar. When this brave war- 
rior had subdued the warlike races of Southern 
Britain he ordered the chiefs of the various clans 
to send annually to Rome a given number of men 
and wild animals—theg@ormer, he said, would be 
retained as hostag the latter would be used 
for the great fight the colosseum, But very 
ofien the men and the wild animals were put on 
an equal footing and forced to fight each other in 
sight of the bloodthirsty and applauding Ro- 


mans. 
Taxation in kind was formerly common. An 
English king or general passing through any part 
of England with his army could provide for his 
soldiers and horses simply by demanding supplies 
from the people who happened to be in the line of 
his march, and for these provisions no money was 
ven inreturn. Labor wasalso taxed in kind; 
aborers and tradesmen had often fto give their 
services gratis to the king, and sometimes even to 
nobles. it was in this way that many of the great 
palacesin England were built. indsor the 
may be cited as an example. 
fhen the English,in the reign of Edgar the 
Peaceable, conquered Wales, they levied a tax on 
the Welsh. It wasavery unique one. Instead 
of a money tribute the conquered people had an- 
nually to hand over to the English king 300 
wolves’ heads, a plan which in four years cieared 
their forests of these wild animals, and thus more 
safety was secured for both man and domestic ani- 


mais. 
About the fourteenth century the poll tax was 
imposed. It consis in the payment of one 
ling annually by everyone above the age of 
15. No distinction was made—rich and 
amenable to the same amount. Great

The list of convict discharges for June in- 
cludes two rather notable cases. 

Richard Payne, a young negro, of F.oyd 
county, was sent to the penitentiary for one 
year, as a punishment for some trivial crimes. 
Shortly after his incarceration ha succeeded in 
making his escape and ran home. When he 
got there. hisold father,who was evidently 
possessed with a goodly amount of ‘‘horse”’ 
cence, got a stont rope, and tieing his boy se- 
curely, teck him back to the penitentiary, that 
he might cerve out his term, which he has 
done, 

DavefSnowden, fof Clatk county, was san- 
tenced in the fall of 1885 to imprisonment for 
life, It seems that in 1875 Snowden got into 
some difficulty with enother negro which re- 
sulted in a fight. Ssowden grabbed up a heavy 
stick and struck at his assailant but missed 
him. He did, however, strike a little child 
who was near but whom Snowden did not see. 
After seeing what he had done, Saowden ran 
away. Ten years later he was convicted of 
muicer,and being recommended to mercy, 
was centfenced to imprisonment for life. 

After serving a year, a movement looking to 
a pardon or commutation of his sentence was 
begun in Clark county, and a namerously 
signed petition was presented to Giovernor Me- 
Daniel. After fully considering the case, the 
governor commuted his sentence to impWson: 
ment fortwo years. This sentence will come 
to an end on the 23d of June, when Snowden 
will go forth a free man.
